GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G- 

AN ORDINANCE amending General Ordinance No. 
G~97 by authorizing the vacation of public 
streets and alleys in Swinney's Addition. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. A petition for the vacation of public streets 
and alleys in Swinney's Addition by ESSEX INTERNATIONAL, INC., 
having been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and 
a resolution having been duly adopted by the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Commission on March 23, 1970 following a public hearing thereon, 
all in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 174 of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended by 
Section 3 of Chapter 385 of the Acts of 1963 of the General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana (Burns Indiana Statutes, 1964 
Replacement, Section 53-744) , the Thoroughfare Plan as set forth 
in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended by de- 
leting the following public streets and alleys located in Fort 
Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, to-wit: 

PARCEL 1 

A 12 foot alley and part of a 10 foot alley in 
Swinney’s Addition to the City of Fort Wayne, 

Indiana, more particularly described as follows, 
to-w.it: 

A 12 foot wide alley running North-South 
direction and being more particularly described 
as follows: the West 12 feet of the East. 31 feet 
of Lot #154 in Swinney' s Addition to the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana, together with a 10 foot 
wide alley being more particularly described as 
follows: 10 foot in width and being located North 
of and contiguous to the North line of Lots #155 
through #160 and the North line of the East 31 
feet of Lot #154 in said Swinney's Addition, 
containing 0.097 acres of land. 

PARCEL NO. 2 

Part of Wall Street in Swinney's Addition to the 
City o Fort Wayne, Indiana, more particularly 

described as follows, to-wit: 


Beginning on the Southeast corner of Lot 
#160 in said Swinney's Addition;, thence Westerly, 
along the North line of Wall Street, 325.65 feet 
to the Northerly projection of the West line of 
Phenie Street; thence Southerly, along said pro- 
jected line, 50.0 feet to the South line of Wall 
Street; thence Easterly, along said South line, 
325.65 feet to the Southerly projection of the 
East line of Lot #160 of said Addition; thence 
Northerly, along said projected line 50.0 feet 
to the point of beginning, containing 0.374 acres 
of land. 


PARCEL. 3 . 

Part of Phenie Street in Swinney's Addition to the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, more particularly 
described as follows, to-w.it: 

Beginning at the intersection of the East 
line of Phenie Street with the South line of Wall 
Street; thence Westerly, along the South line of 
Wall Street 45.65 feet to the West line of Phenie 
Street; thence Southerly, along said West line, 
312.0 feet to the Westerly projection of the North 
line of Swinney Avenue; thence Easterly, along 
said projected North line, 45.65 feet to the East 
line of Phenie Street;, thence Northerly, along said 
East line, 312.0 feet to the point of beginning, 
containing 0.327 acres of land. 

PARCEL 4. 

A 12 foot wide Alley along the West bank of St. 
Mary's River in Swinney Addition to the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana and a 23.5 foot wide Alley 
West of Lot #342 of said Addition. The East line 
of said Alleys more particularly described as 
follows s 

Beginning on the East line of said 12 foot 
wide Alley at a point situated 77.4 feet South of 
the Northwest corner of Lot #239 of said Swinney's 
Addition;, thence Northerly, along, the West line of 
Lots # 239 and #240 and across an all foot wide 
vacated alley, a distance of 228.4 feet to the 
South line of vacated portion of Stophlet Street; 
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thence Northerly, across Stophlet Street, 50.0 
feet; thence Northerly along the West line of 
Lot #283, a distance of 191.95 feet; thence across 
a vacated alley, 12.0 feet; thence Northwesterly, 
along the Westerly line of Lot #284, 152.2 feet 
to the South line of vacated portion of Swinney 
Street; thence Northwesterly, across said Street, 

60.7 feet; thence Northwesterly, along the West 
line of Lot #310, a distance of 153.8 feet; thence 
across a vacated alley, 12.0 feet; thence North- 
westerly, along the West line of Lot #311, a 
distance of 159.4 feet to the South line of vacated 
portion of Wall Street; thence Northwesterly, 
across said Street, 53.1 feet to the Southwest 
corner of Lot #342; thence Northerly, along the West 
line of said Lot, 109.5 feet to the South line of 
said 23.5 foot wide alley; thence Northerly, con- 
tinuing along the West line of said Lot #342, a 
distance of 50.0 feet to the North line of a 10 foot 
wide vacated alley along and contiguous to the North 
line of Lot #342. Containing 0.706 acre of land. 
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SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by 
the Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy of. this 
Ordinance, of the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall be transmitted 
by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor.
